A SEMI-DETACHED MUSIC ROOM FOR A CITY HOUSE.

T he vacation scholarship. for 
Lhe benefit qf which this Enter¬ 
tainment is given, was begun 
last year, and its object is to give an 
opportunity to travel and study abroad to 
those who could afford neither the time 
nor the money for a long trip, and who 
might be prevented from various causes 
from competing for the Rotch Scholarship. 

The Club proposes to present ($200) 
each year to one of its members, who is 
to go abroad for at least six weeks to some 
definite locality, with some definite object 
in view. The scholar is chosen by ballot, 
without examination or competition. It 
is thought that the limit of time on the trip 
will enable any draughtsman to obtain 
leave of absence without forfeiting his 
position, and that the $200, with his vaca¬ 
tion money, will cover all his expenses. 

If he is able to afford further time and 
outlay, he is of course at liberty to remain 
longer. 

On the scholar's return he is expected 
to exhibit his work at the Club rooms, and 
any member is at liberty to trace or make 
any notes he may desire from the draw¬ 
ings. And in caBe the scholar makes any 
photographs, he is expected to allow Club 
members to have prints from his negatives 
at about cost prices. 

The scholarship has so far been an 
experiment, but it has been so successful 
and promises so well for the future that 
we hope it may become a recognized part 
of the Club work.

PRESS AND PERSONAL COMMENT.
